As for the Style; as Voſlius obſerves, that the middle Oratory betwixt the 
grand and the low, is the moſt agrezable Vein, I have kept the ſame Rule 
bere, and direfed my Pen between the Sublimity of Virgil, and the eaſy Fa- 
muliarity of Horace, having all along in my Eye, the Epiſtles of the one, and 
the Georgicks of the ot her; there being no Piece ſo proper, as the laft, to 
raiſe and beautify a common Subject into Loftineſs and Majeſty, nor any ſo a- 
greeable a Way, as the former Writer's familiar Decen:y of Expreſſion, to temper 
and qualify the Sublime. 5 5 
As fur Similies and Illuſtrations (which are commonly call'd the Graces or 
Lights of Poetry) a Man muſt be as plain in his Imagination, as a Quaker 
in his Dreſs, that can't reliſh ſuch Embelliſhments, there being no true Poetry 
without ſuch Flouriſoes; theſe are as it were the bright Colours ,in Paint- 
ing. I have not been ſparing in thoſe Ornamental Fineries, and I hope the 
Frequency of ſuch Flowers in the Greek and Latin Poets of the firſt Rate, will 
excuſe that Airyneſs. I ſhan't be ſs Pedantick (tho a Schoolmaſter) as to re- 
eat the many long Similitudes in Homer, Virgil, and eſpecially Lucan, but 
becauſe an Inſtance from Horace 1: the ſvorteſt, give me leave to quote theſe 
thr. e Lines as an Example of a double Illuſtration to one Thought —— —

But if this Deſcription has any Thing to recommend it to a leiſure Hours Read- 
ing, it muſt be the Inoffenſiveneſs of the Entertainment, as being clear of Per- 
ſonal or Party-Refleions, which, (though the darling Topick of every Pam- 
pblet) generally ſpoil the two Ends of all Writing, and do nothing but add 
Fewel to a burning Flame; ſo that in Point of Temper and Principle, as be- 
ing exattly true to the ſeveral Branches of our Conflieution in its Eccleſraſti- 
cal and Civil Eſtabliſhments, without deviating to either ' Right or Left, or 
holding any ſecret Reſerves for any other Intereſt, but that of the Eſtabliſhr 
Religion, Reaſon, and Truth, I avoided all Glances at Parties. And, indeed, 
fence a foul Pen is as much a Blot in Style, as in good Manners, I rather 
' choſe to lean to the Panegyrick to encourage Vertue, than fret the Sore-pla- 


ces of Human Nature by the Saltneſs of Satyr, being not at all fond of old Luci- 
lius' Commendation. 7

But if the Harmleſſneſs of the Matter can't gain the Reader, let me vecom- 
mend it for the Newneſs of the Subject, there being nothing of this Sort a- 
mong the Ancients, which has often ſurpriz'd me, when I conſider'd that A- 
thens and Rome contain d ſuch a Collection of beautiful Buildings, and each 
City well furniſbd with Poetical Pens to do em fuſtice; there are ſome 
ſcatter d Hints and occaſional Touches in the Auguſtan Writers, at the Great- 
neſs and Situation f Rome; but tis only done en paſſant: Propertius indeed in 
that Copy, (whence I drew my Mato) runs a Compariſon between Rome in its In- 
fancy under Romulus, and the ſame City in its full Growth in Auguſtus's Reign; 
but tis far from a deſcriptive Delineation of the Place. As for any Engliſh 
Compoſitions of this Nature, I can find none, but Mr. Addiſon's Deſcription of 
ltaly, and Sir John Denham' Coopers Hill: The Firft took in the Scope of the 
Garden of the World, in an ingenious Draught of his Travels, the other play d 
his Fancy on the Royal Palace, and adjacent Views of Windſor-Caſtle. And as 
he took his Riſe from an Hill, I borrow'd the Hint, and began my Deſcripti- 
on from St. Michaels near this City; ſo that if this Draught can come in Third 
for your Favour, tis ſo far new and uncommon. a :

J am ſenſible, that, "whilſt I am giving my ſelf theſe Poetical Airs, I get 
the Piſb and Frown of dull phlegmatick Perſons, becauſe theſe gay Parts of 
Learning are their Averſion, as being the very Reverſe of their Tempers ; yet, 
excepting with an Humouriſt or two, who like nothing, not even Themſelves 
tre Days together, I flatter my ſelf this Amuſement may paſs for à pardonable Folly;
